Funnel line freighter Phemius and 
the Quaker line freighter San Sime- 
on, and they lay within 250 miles of 
each other off Cape Gracias a Dios, 
Nicaragua. 


The mystery message was picked 


up by the steamship Sixaola, pre- 
sur-ably in the Caribbean, and t e 
call letters were G-B-W-Y. 
The 


Sixaola reported the S O S to the 
navy department at Washington, 
where a check was in progress. 


A salvage tug from Kingston, Ja- 


maica, found tne Phemius yester- 
day after the craft had drifted two 
days in the wake of the blow. Her 
funnel was gone and four holds 
were taking water. She was about 
150 miles east of Cape Gracias a 
Dios. 


The San Simeon had a jammed 


rudder and her steering gear was 
broken 400 miles off Cape Gracias a 
Dios, and farther to the south. The 
United Fruit steamer Tela was 
standing by the San Simeon.

United States navy airplane tender 
Swan and the destroyer 
Overton 


left Colon, Panama, to help the 
Phemius.

and one of the questions she asked 
was: 


"What is patriotism?" 
It was not the first time during 


the years she ias fc««n teaching that 
Mrs. Franklin p. Roosevelt had led 
a class.discussing this subject, and 
she knew what to expect 
"They'll tell me," she said, "that 


patriotism means 'doing something 
for your country.' Then I'll ask, 
'well, what does a patriot do for his 
country? Someone else will say, 
'patriotism means hanging up the 
flag on Memorial day.' And so the 
discussion will go on." 


After hearing her'husband con- 


clude his campaign last night, ac- 
cording to his custom, with a meet- 
ing at Poughkeepsie, Mrs. Roosevelt 
drove more.than two hours through 
rain to New York to be on hand 
for her classes at 9 a. m., today. She 
drove the car herself, was accom- 
panied by a friend, and arrived in 
New York at 2 a, m. 


After school today, she planned 


to drive back to Hyde Park, vote 
with the governor, his mother, Mrs. 
James Roosevelt, and one of the 
Roosevelt 
sons, Elliott, at Hyde 
Park, and return to New York in 
time for an early dinner. The 
Roosevelt family, with the excep- 
tion of Franklin, Jr., and John, who 
are at school at Groton, Mass., will 
get election returns tonight at the 
Biltmore hotel in New York. Be- 
cause he is senior prefect at Groton 
school, Franklin, Jr., his mother ex- 
plained last night, felt that he could 
not ask for any special privileges— 
even on Election day—and his 
ydunger brother, John, decided to 
stay at Groton with him. 


.Mrs. Roosevelt is teaching two 


courses at the school this year, mod- 
ern history and current events. 
Previously she has also taught En- 
glish, literature and American his- 
tory. Her pupils are girls of high 
school age, about 15 years old. 


"No, they never think anything 


about that," she said when asked if 
they ever commented on the fact 


she may become first lady of 
land. 'Tm just a teacher to 
them." 
• The class in current events today 
-discussed a theme turned in yester- 
day on the subject, picked out of a 
current magazine, "What Consti- 
tutes Real Happiness?" 


Mrs. Roosevelt corrected the pa- 
pers yesterday on the train enroute 
to Foughkeepsiej The highest grade 
she awarded was' an 80.

But a clear result based 
on an indisputable verdict, should 
be regarded even by the defeated 
party as better than a confused re- 
sult. 


For though in the nature of 
things all governments must make 
mistakes, though no one can guar- 
antee wisdom, there is nothing so 
greatly needed today as an Ameri- 
can administration that has the 
power to decide and the power to 
act because it possesses the confi- 
dence of the clear majority of the 
people. 


Therefore, if by tomorrow it is 


known that the American elector- 
ate has elected a government that 
can govern, there should be an ac- 
cess of confidence-throughout the 
world.

the licenses has been received-by 
Jeske and they can be secured from 
him at Ms home after Nov. 15. 


The law defines a dealer as any- 


one who carries more "than six 
Christmas trees on one car." The six 
trees are permitted only for private 
use, Jeske points out. 


Licenses are required to ship or 


transport 
untrimmed 
evergreen 


trees, branches, boughs, bushes, 
saplings or shrubs outside the coun- 
ty, where they are cut, whether by 
the land owner himself or the per- 
mitee. Duplicate licenses are is- 
sued where two or more members 
of a firm or partnership wish to 
transport trees from different lo- 
calities or for the use of employes 
of a licensed 
dealer, who may 


transport trees to various localities 


No "Wisconsin license is requirec 


for trees cut in other states, bu1 
transported into or through Wis- 
consin. However, in transporting 
trees into and through Wisconsin 
from other states, the owner or per- 
son transporting 
the trees must 


have a license from the-state, where 
the trees are cut. 


The purpose of the state law is to 


prevent the indiscriminate cutting 
of Christmas trees or greens by oth- 
ers than the owner of permit from 
state owned or privately 
owned 


lands. Any person 
'cutting any 


evergreen tree, branch, bough, bush 
sapling or shrub from the lands of 
another must have the written con- 
sent of the owner beforehand. 


There is a fine of from $5 to $10

sponsibility for the welfare of 120,- 
000,000 people, aside from urgent 
problems of today, the mere routine 
of the presidency has piled up to a 
point where just going through the 
motions makes the president one of 
the hardest-working men in the 
world. 


No great industrial 
corporation 


would saddle its head with the bur- 
dens we pile on-the back of the 
president. Imagine President Myron 
Taylor of U. S. Steel" personally 
signing requisitions for new pen- 
cils, or President Alfred Sloan of 
General Motors personally enter- 
taining in his 
office every G-M 


stockholder who happened to come 
to Detroit. 


Yet that is the kind of service we 


expect from the president 
of the 


United States, who is head of a big- 
ger business than either, 
a busi- 


ness spending between, four and 
five billions a year, and employing 
around a million people in civil and 
military branches. 


That is the kind of business we 


expect our president to run today. 
And very different 
it is from the 


picture George Washington knew, 
when there were five federal de- 
partments with fewer than 200 civil 
employes. 


1,900,000 taws to Enforce 


Of course, Washington was. and 


the man we elect 
today will be, 


sworn to enforce the laws. 
But 


Washington did not have 1,900,000 
laws to enforce. Today we have, 
and thousands on thousands more 
each year. 


And the president's' duties are 


constantly increasing. He not only 
has the regular constitutional du- 
ties of enforcing 
the laws, com- 


manding the army and navy, mak- 
ing treaties and appointments, any 
one of which is a huge responsibil- 
ity. But Congress may, and does, 
create new commissions and bu- 
reaus responsible to him which add 
to the burden. Merely to list these 
executive commissions and bureaus 
and their officers takes some 60 
pages m the Congressional Direc- 
tory; the Veterans' 
Bureau, Ship- 


ping Board, Alien Properties Cus- 
todian, Tariff Commission, Budget 
Bureau, Railroad 
Administration, 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and the like which are responsible 
directly to the executive. All the 
regular cabinet departments make 
regular reports 
to him, too, but 


through the cabinet members. 


Cabinet officers ''have access to 


the president at any tune without 
regard to the schedule of appoint- 
ments v^hicn is placed before him 
each morning, portioning out every 
minute of his working day. He must 
be available to 435 representatives 
and 96 senators at almost any time. 
He must personally 
sign in a 


year as many as 50,000 commissions 
and nominations 
for postmaster- 


ships; he often signs 150 documents 
a day-in addition 
to his personal 


mail, which may run from 30 or 40 
to 100 letters a day. Plenty of men 
would call that alone a day's work. 


All in Day's Work 


He is required by law to counter- 


sign the wills of Indians, who are 
not citizens, but ward_s of the na- 
tion. Until the

President Coolidge every federal 
land grant had to carry his signa- 
ture. Coolidge balked on this, and 
empowered Mrs. Vila B. Pugh of 
the Land Grant office to sign his 
name on these.

in the heat of major offensive and 
defensive drives, the artillery bat- 
teries laying down barrages, cais- 
sons rolling over shell torn* fields 
and roads, airplanes bombing towns 
and observation balloons, and the 
medical 
units picking, up the 


wounded from the battlefields.

Capt. Lagorio. He pointed out that 
the entire country is laid out in 
nine corps areas, Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan and Illinois being in the sixth.

After wide-spread protest 
from educators against the recent "no work" 
ruling of foreign students '"in American educa- 
tional 
institutions, Cpmmissioner General of 


Immigration Henry' E. Bull now announces-— 


"The ruling of the department to the effect 


that a-non-quota student may hot accept com- 
pensatory employment has been modified in so 
far as those non-quota'students admitted to the 
United States prior to August, 1932, are con- 
cerned, who will be permitted to continue to' 
work for room or board (provided they carry 
successfully a full course of study in day 
classes), it being understood that such a stu- 
dent may not be employed for money wages. 
Such an alien may also' continue to "work dur- 
ing vacation periods for the limited. amount 
outlined above, but not for money wages." 


Also, non-quota foreign students are still per- 


mitted to accept scholarship or fellowships. 


_The modification is some gain. But the bar- 
ring of money wages seems to us petty, finicky 
and almost impossible of enforcement. Nor -can 
we see any good reason for keeping the original 
larger prohibition standing against foreign stu- 
dents arriving since August last and in future. 


We agree with President Arthur Howe, of 


Hampion Institute,.Virginia, that,"if. there is to. 
be a tariff wall on "good will, and education, the 
future of .our. countiy js indeed discouraging.!' 


We hope protest will continue juntil the whole 


ruling is rescinded. At .a time when nations' 
need to be. cultivating friendships and under- 
standings, instead of scowling" at one another, 
across fences, the-spirit - of \the D6ak order/ 
even after modification, is jarring and harm- 
ful.

:mild and strong tobaccos or be-

and dark. 


There is no satisfactory evidence 
-that so-called denicotinized tobacco 
or tobacco having a low nicotine 
content is'- less injurious to health- 
than ordinary tobacco- or tobacco 
with a high nicotine content.

in Rockefeller center' as a sort of 
second heaven, -but it can never be 
a second Palace. 


For 19 years, 'to play the -Palace 


was the dream of every-tank town 
trouper, it was the crowning' ex- 
perience, of a-vaudevillianV life^-1 
sufficient compensation for all,the 
heartbreaks of show business." 


The Palace was opened March 24, 


1913, by Martin Beck. He saw the 
house become a flourishing- institu- 
tion, then retired from vaudeville- 
for 10 years. 


Last spring feature pictures were 


wedged into the Palace program, 
but an interlude of variety was re- 
tained. Since then there, have been 
occasional, hints that' fhe former ~ 
policy of two "vaude" bills a day, 
•with reserved seats, might be re- 
stored." 


But finances, not sentiment, gov- 


ern in the show world. The Palace, 
with living actors on. the stage, has 
been running "in the red" too long 
—so say the generalissimos of big 
time vaudeville. 


The heaviest blow to the Palace

tions than the smaller Palace- seem- 
ed able to muster for its principal 
form of entertainment.

North, it must be confessed, did 


not have an easy choice of an Open- 
ing lead. As a matter of fact, as 
the cards lay, there was only one 
suit that he should not have chn«>« 
and that was the one which he did 
choose—namely, diamonds. 
This 


lead gave West the opportunity to 
make his contract, but he unfor- 
tunately muffed it in the play- 
perhaps misled by South's some- 
what ambitious Double. Instead of 
leading the diamond 7, the card act- 
ually chosen by North, as a fourth- 
best lead and thus assuring himself 
of 3 tricks in diamonds, he played 
the King, then took the heart fin- 
esse, ran down six rounds of hearts, 
two rounds of clubs, and then the 
Ace of diamonds following with 
a low diamond, which North won 
and cashed another diamond. Evi- 
dently West had not counted the 
cards very carefully, because North 
in the process of discarding, had 
blanked the King of spades. 


This is the actual story, but con- 


sider it frbm the standpoint of what 
could have happened had West 
played accurately after the diamond 
lead. 
The 7 of diamonds would 


have been won with the Ten in 
Dummy, the heart finesse 
taken 


at once, and when this won. all of 
the hearts would have been run 
down, the Ace and King of clubs 
and the Ace of diamonds cashed. 
West would then have held the Ace 
Queen of spades and the diamond. 
4. North could have held but three 
cards in spades and diamonds. The 
Dummy—the East hand — would 
have contained two diamonds and 
one spade. Whether the Declarer 
had made 4 diamond tricks and 
only 1 spade trick would have de- 
pended entirely upon the three 
cards which North had elected to 
retain. To the eleventh trick, the 
4 of diamonds would have been 
led, and it is of course apparent 
that North would have been help- 
less. 


The hand, as I said, was an in- 


teresting one, not because of what 
was done, but because of its close 
bearing on the church liturgy which 
refers to leaving undone those 
things which we ought to have 
done.

fifth are'of other -varieties. 


The United-States bean crop this 


year is about 20 -per cent smaller 
than last year, and the production 
is now estimated at 1,477,000 bush- 
els. The chief bean growing states 
are California, Michigan, Colorado, 
Idaho, and New Mexico, California

United States produces about half
